In the 
North Wilmington area adjacent 
to Route 125 a ‘light’ indus- 
trial area was recommended, 
Town Engineer Alphonse Savig- 
nac was instructed to prepare 
sketches of the area, for the 
next meeting of the Planning 
Board, for their further study 
4s Mr. Savignac was instruct- 
ed to prepare the sketch, the 
area to be rezoned would lie 
on both sides of 125 roughly 
from the present Route 93 
eastward to the Wilmington 
Water Department lands adj a- 
cent to the Mdover-North tea 
ding Town line.
